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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment in claim 7 "wherein the periphery of the resin film extends beyond the periphery of 
the first binder layer such that the entire surface of the first binder layer which faces the resin film directly contacts the resin film" raises 
new issue that would require further consideration.
